The former secretary of the interior 
Mr. Ballinger as to certain statements 
made by the latter in his reply to 
President Taft regarding the various 
charges made against him.

* With commendable promptness, Atlanta’s water board is. arranging to 
get its share of the bond proceeds fnto action. 

These. plans contgmplate, the early completion of the new reservoir 
which the-city has long needed; the construction of new coagulating basins 
and filters and, most important, of all to the indiv.dual citizens now de- 
prived of water service, the laying of.twenty-five miles of six-inch mains 
to supply thousands of homes in all parts of the city. 

This is the work which has been mapped out for 1910—an ambitious 


program, but feasible and entirely capable of achievement. 


It is a work which cannot be done too quickly. 

Water in the home means the speedy coming of the sanitary sewer 
and the termination of conditions often intolerable, which are not only a 
constant menace but an active enemy to health. 

This work of the. water department must pave the way for better health; 
it is the preliminary work in the reduction of the death rate. 

Twenty-five miles of water mains carrying running water into thou- 
sands of homes, means soon afterward twenty-five miles of sewer pipe 
carrying off vast accumulations of filth which now imperil the lives of 
many thousands of citizens. a eae : 

It is the first important step in the making of a more sanitary and 
a healthier Atlanta. 

It is to be hoped that the end of 1910 will see the water board's excel- 
lent intentions transmuted into material results. 

There is a secondary advantage—secondary only to considerations of 
health—in the prompt completion of this work, which The Constitution 
frequent’, pointed out in discussion of the bond Issue before it had received 
the overwhelming indorsement of Atlanta's citizens. ’ 

The laying of these water mains will mean an immediate added income 
to the city fhrough its water department—its best and biggest asset. 

It will mean the beginning of that added income which will take care 
of the bond issue, enabling the city to meet principal and interest without 
increase of taxation. 

It is, therefore, of twofold import—better health and bigger income. 

Council should get right {* behind the water board, following every 
water connection with a sewer pipe until the entire city is cleaned of 
its disease-breeding institutions. 

There should be no waiting for the completion of this water main sys- 
tem; the sewer should immediately follow the water upon every street. 

It is a great work which Atlanta has before i’. 

It should be well done. 

It should also be done quickly. 


PLAIN TALK OF BALLINGER WHITEWASH. 


Representative Isaac R. Sherwood, congressman from the ninth Ohio 
district, does not mince matters in discussing the congressional investiga- 
tion of the Ballinger-Pinchot controversy. 

In an interview telegraphed from Washington to The Chicago Record- 
Herald, he indulges in some of about the plainest talk on the subject that 
has yet been forthcoming, even from the democratic side of it. 

Congressman Sherwood is quoted, in part, as saying: 


The joint congressional committee now investigating the Ballin- 
ger-Pinchot controversy will render a Scotch verdict. Ballinger will 
be retained in the cabinet because the Guggenheim interests are 
back of him, and the Guggenheim money is needed in the Rocky 
mountain states. One of the few requests Mr. Roosevelt made as he 
stepped down out of office was that James R. Garfield be retained 
in the cabinet of his successor. Notwithstanding Taft's desire to 
please Roosevelt, whenthe Guggenheims put forward Ballinger, Gar- 
field had to go, Ballinger having been attorney for the Cunningham 
‘claims controlled by the Guggenheims. I think the republicans on 
the committee will report in favor of Ballinger and the democrats in 
favor of Pinchot. 

When Ballinger is whitewashed the president will stand by him 
and keep/ him in his cabinet. It was no longer ago than Grant's ad- 
ministration. when Mr. Belknap, his secretary of war, was forced out 
of the cabinet by public opinion because Mrs. Belknap accepted a 

resent from an Indian agent, and his attorney general, Mr. Wil- 
fams, was forced into private life because Mrs. Williams pur- 
chased a landau at $1,500. But things have changed since then. 


Unquestionably, both times and conditions have changed. 
And one of the most unfortunate of all the changes is that in the face 
of public charges of this sort, which could not be made unless there 


were some foundation for them, the national administration should, either ( 
' blindly or bullheadedly, or both, proceed with its whitewashing process. 


It looks like a determined, stéam-roller effort at flouting public senti- 
ment. : 

But the whitewashing and the flouting will go on. 

They have been expected, both in this instance and in that other one- 
sided congressional investigation of the increased cost of living, wherein 
the purpose has. already been indicated of furnishing the protective tariff 
with a clean bill of health. ,;

London is losing another familiar 
landmark, through the demolition of a 
mansion «which, although  officha'ly 
known as No. 1 Stratton street, is in 
reality No. 80 Piccadilly, and which 
just a hundred years ago, that is 
‘to say, in the first, days of April, 
1910, was the scene of a siege in which 
the Coldstream Guards and the Royal 
Horse Guards were among the be- 
leaguering forces, while the fort, or 
rather tne house, was neid Dy tne iate 
Baroness Burdett-Coutts’ father, Sir 
Francis Burdett, supported and en- 
couraged by the London populace. 
Sir Francis Burdett, it may be re- 
membered. while radical member of 
parliament: for Westminster, assailed 
the house of commons with such 
vigor in connection with its treatment 
of a publicist of the name of John 
Gale Jones, that he was committed to 
the tower on a warrant of the speaker, 
for breach of the priviieges of the 
house of commons. Sir Francis de- 
clined to admit the authority of the 
Speaker in the matter, and barricaded 
himseif in his house on Piccadilly, that 
is to say, the house which is now being 
demolished in order to make way for 
an apartment building. The siege 
lasted four days, and resulted in a 
good deal of fighting and some little 
bloodshed, which won for the Royal 
Horse Guards the nickname of “the 
Piccadiily Butchers,” and culminated in 
the house being ultimately stormed by 
the troops, and in Sir Francis being 
carried off to the tower of London, 
where he remained wntil the proroga- 
tion of parliament, some weeks later, 
put an end to the speaker's authority, 
and consequently to his own captivity.

National Convention of Farm- 
ers Will Be Held to Discuss 
the Problems of Great Inter- 
est to the Farmers of the 
Country. 


President Barrett, of the Farmers’ 
Union, has called a national convention 
of farmers at the Coliseum at St. 
Louis, to continue in session from May 
'3 to 7. It is to have a double purpose. 


‘It is to discuss needed national and 
‘state legisiation and to establish lob- 


bies at different capitals to see that 
the demands of the farmer are heard 
and to devise some means of making 
the farm more attractive in order fhat 
‘the proposed solution of the economic 
problems of tuday—"“back to the farm” 
—may be made possible. President Bar- 
rett in his call says: 

“This will be a national mass meet- 
ing for farmers unparalleled in scope, 
probably in importance, undoubtedly tn 
attemdance, in the history of America. 
I invite not only every member of our 
organization, but also all agricultural 
organizations and to all American 
farmers without regard to location or 
organization. 

“Throughout the present session of 
congress the Farmers’ Union has main- 
tained a legislative bureau at Wash- 
ington. This bureau is preparing a 
report, in which the status of legisla- 
tion demanded and needed by the 
farmer is set forth. It will be read at 
St. Louls. 

“At no time in history of the nation 
has the farmer been the object of more 
solicitude to thoughtful public men. 
From congress, from every newspaper 
forum, from every pulpit goes up the 
ery, ‘Back to the land!’ Expert students 
of economics are warning us that un- 
less the lot of the farmer be tmproved, 
unless more of his number be kept on 
the farm, we shall soon be dependirg 
on foreign nations for some of our 
food. It is, therefore, at this time thut 
I invite the farmers -of America to 
join hands, brain and heart In a coun- 
sel which shal! thresh out issues close 
to the Ife of the nation.”

Ladies’ Aid Society Between, 
Services--Dr. Broughton Gives 
His Conception of the Secret 


of a Minister’s Success. 
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k TWO IMPORTANT TALKS 
BY DR. MEYER TODAY. 


At the conference today at 11 
o'clock and tonight at 7:30 
o’clock, the Rev. F. B. Meyer 
will preach on “The Filling of 
the Holy Spirit,” which, as he 
terms it, is the climax of his 
teaching during the conference. 
Much interest is centered in 
these two addresses, because, a8 
Dr. Broughton puts it, thése two 
addresses will set forth the main 
rock upon which this conference 
stands. It is known that not all 
the ministers are in sympathy 
with the line of the Tabernacle 
eonference teaching, and hence 
these two “messages from Dr. 
Meyer, the chief exponent of the 
conference, will be heard with 
great interest by ministers and 
laymen as well.

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The meetings of the Bible Confer- 
ence, which grow in intensity of in- 
terest as the preachers and teachers 
on the platform develop their lines of 
thought and study, continue to draw’ 
large numbers to the Tabernacle. With 
six services a day. in almost continu- 
ous session, the eagerness of the lay- 
men, to say nothing of the preachers’ 
attendance, not to miss a single num- 
ber of the program, is remarkable. 

Many, especially those from out of 
town, spend the entire day at the 
Tabernacle, refreshments being served 
by the Ladies’ Aid Society between 


services. 

The services of Thursday were all 
very interesting and profitable. At the 
morning hour Dr. Broughton took the 
platform to give for the benefit, par- 
ticularly of his visiting brother min- 
isters, his conception of the secret of 
a minister's success. 

Rights of Women. 

In the course of his remarks, Dr. 
Broughton referred to those churches 
which are denying women the rights to 
testify as not in accordance with the 
Scriptures and as delaying the coming 
of the power of the Lord. Not that 
they should be ordained to. preach, 
“for it is not intended that woman 
should be the boss of man, but lead 
him. and it was women who gave the 
first testimony for Jesus Christ in Hits 
ministry.” 

Dr. Gray. bringing his study of the 
prophetic Scriptures forward into the 
New' Testament, took up the words of 
the Savior in Matthew xxiv. In this last 
week of Jesus’ life it was in the spirit 
of prophecy that He said as he passed 
out of the temple of Solomon, the mag- 
nificent structure that was the pride 
of the Jews, “The house.is left unto 
you desolate. Ye shall see Me no more 
until ye shall say, ‘Blessed its He that 
cometh in the name of the Lord.’” 
Upon the disciples asking for a sign 
of the approach of the end of the age, 
Jesus told them it would be marked 
by the appearance of false christs, by 
international turmoll, by physical dis- 
asters, by the persecution of the saints, 
by false teaching and by a great de- 
cline among his followers, and by a 
preaching of the gospel of the kingdom, 
and not the gospel of grace. 

Dr. Meyer, at 11 o’clock, pursuing 
the great theme of the cross and its 
meaning to the world of men, spoke of 
Paul, who “gloried” in the cross. The 
intellectual Greeks and fastidious Ro- 
mans undoubtedly said to Paul, “You 
should dwell upon the beauty of the 
life and teachings of your Master, 
Jesus, and His ethical teachings, not 
His shameful death on the cross,” but 
Paul preached faithfully of the cruct- 
fied Christ and the cross as the means 
of saving grace to the world. 

Bridge Parties and Balls. 

Dr. Meyer took up the question, vex- 
ing to many young Christians, of 
bridge parties and balls. He does not 
approve ,of ministers by reason of 


ding these social pleasures: Better to 
teach people principles and let them 
act for themselves. Better to employ 
positive than negative methods. 

Whether Dr. Meyer is leading his 
hearers along the very heights of in- 
tellectual and spiritual attainment or 
teaching by means of the simplest 
imagery, he is always fascinating, al- 
ways uplifting and always inculcating 
the truths which are at once the sim- 
plest and the deepest of Christian ex- 
perience, always exemplifying the 
sweetest and light of the whole gospel 
of Christ. No speaker has ever been 
brought to the Bible Conference by 
Dr. Broughton who is more generally 
beloved.. He,has a gift of quaint hu- 
wistful, loving kindness 
of a man who has seen and felt much. 
His presence and his teachings are an 
inspiration highly appreciated by the 
young ministers of the conference. 

Dr. Robertson. continued his study 
of the gospel of John at 3 o’elock, and 
at 4 o’clock Rev. Joseph Kemp, of 
Edinburgh, delivered an eloquent and 
forceful sermon on the subject, “Is 
Pentecost a Vanished Glory?’ He 
spoke of the primitive atgitude of these 
early Christians; they were gathered 
together in accord and in prayer and 
supplication. It has been stated that 
prayer is a forgotten secret. Along 
with declension in prayer has come an 
amazing number of auxiliary organi- 
zations. The church needs to be de- 
livered of “fullness,”” dealing with 
things that may be safely left to the 
keeping of God, while she waits upon 
Him for the higher gift. Prayer fs the 
central shaft of the church. Before 
God can deal with His church in Pente- 
costal fashion He must bring it to the 
place eof accord and prayer. The 
church disciplines the drunkard, the 
thief or the liar. The man with the 
cold look, the unkind speech, who 
seeks to bring discord into the church, 
may more fitly be dealt with some- 
times than the outbreaking sinner. 

With a vivid exposition of the beau- 
tiful symbolism of the Pentecostal 
“rushing. mighty wind,” the “cloven 
tongues of fire,” Mr. Kemp closed an; 
impressive sermon long to be remem- 
bered.

H. Kyle, for the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, has leased, 
for five years from C. N. Oliver, a tract 
of ten acres, on the Oliver farm, four 
miles from Augusta, in Carolina, on 
the line of the Augusta-Aiken Blectric 
railway.

|POLICE COURT CASES 
. SHOW BIG INCREASE 


Startling Condition Appears on 
Face of Albany Chief’s 
Report. 


Albany, Ga., March 10.—(Special.)— 
An increase of more than 100 per cent 
in the number of police court cases 
docketed in 1910 as compared with 
1909 is the rather startling condition 
which appears on the face Of the re- 
ports of the chief of police of Albany. 

Last year the police docket showed 
a marked falling off of cases involv- 
ing violations of city ordinances, and 
the fact was pointed to as evidence of 
the beneficent effects of prohibition.

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SHARP ADVANCE MADE 
IN COTTON MARKET 


Bulls Supported the Market 


and Shorts Became Nerv- 


ous and Bought. 


New York, March 10.—There was & 
sharp advance in the cotton market to- 
day which appeared the result of more 
aggressive bull support and increasing 
nervousness among nearby shorts, as 
a result of continued better European 
trade accounts and the rumors of 4 
possible squeeze in the spring months. 
The close was firm and within a point 
or two or the best at a net gain of 7 
@24 points. ‘ 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 3@4 points on the old crop, 
which was influenced by relatively 
steady cables and support from the 
New Orleans bulls. while the new 
crop was 1 to 2 points lower, under 
liquidation and reports of rain in the 
southwest. During the first few min- 
utes trading’ was active and somewhat 
excited, with shorts #s well as with 
the soutern bulls, good buyers of May 
and July. Late positions worked up 
from the opening figures in sympathy 
with the old crop, but around 14.80 for 
May offerings increased, just as they 
did on the advance of last week. When 
the bulls saw that long cotton was 
coming on the market they withdrew 
their support and prices eased off 5 or 
6 points from the top, but no weakness 
developed. Private advices from Texas 
claimed that the rains were insuffi- 
client, and during the early afternoon 
there was a renewal of bull support 
and covering, with prices reaching the 
highest level in the late trading, when 
May sold at 14.85. or 63 points above 
the low level of Monday and a point 
above the high price of last week. May 
closed at 14.86 bid. Some of the sell- 
ing of the near months above 1480 was 
said to be against cotton which might 
be brought here from the south for 
delivery on contract, but at no time 
during the day were offerings aggres- 
sive. Southern spot markets officially 
reported early were unchanged to 1-16 
higher. Private cables reported a fair 
spot demand in Liverpool! with little 
offering.

Some 
Iecal traders were of the opinion that 
this belief was due to the presence of 
a prominent Chicago operator in Liv- 
erpool. In the first half hour of trad- 
ing. the old crop months rose until 
they were ten points over yesterday's 
closing. Little business was done in 
the new crops. October advanced 3 
points on a few transactions. 

The market was very steady 
throughout the morning and prices ad- 
vanced until the old crops were 15 to 
17 points up.

STOCK MARKET SHOWS 
VERY FIRM UNDERTONE 


Holders of. Securities Exhibit 
Confidence---Gossip on 
e Exchange. 


New York, March 10.—The action of 
the stock market today threw no clear 
light on financial, commercial! or indus- 
trial conditions. The movement of 
prices was not perceptibly responsive 
to news of affairs, but rather to the 
working out of professiona) operations. 
The market demonstrated good ab- 
sorptive power and the firm undertone 
thus implied may be accepted as evi- 


dence of underlying confidence on the 
part of securities. There was some 
rather striking selling in the early part 
of the day, in continuance of the free- 
profit-taking movement ef the latter 
part of yesterday. London joined in 
this selling in agreement with:its at- 
titude for several days past, but re- 
versed its position in the course of the 
day. The view of the labor situation 
in Philadelphia, which was believed to 
influence the selling of yesterday, was 
modified again today to a more hope- 
ful feeling for the restriction of the 
area of the trouble and for its early 
settlement. The same feeling was evi- 
dent regarding the negotiations be- 
tween the railroad and their employees. 
The advance in the dividend rate on 
New York Central was a regaining in- 
fluence in the day's dealings in the 
way of gaining readier credence for 
Suggestions of coming increases in 
Other dividend rates. Not only in the 
Vanderbilt group and in other trunk 
line railroads, but in some of the west- 
ern railroads, was this influence ef- 
fective. Flattering reports of the 
heavy freight car requirements of the 
New York Central were put out in aid 
of the sentiment towards the stock. 
The purpose of helping out the market 
for new bond flotations was believed 
to be the motive for the support of 
the market by the larger banking in- 
terestS most concerned in the flota- 
tions. 

The special prominence of the Harri- 
man Pacific in the advancing tendency 
was associated with an assumption 
heard in Wall street that the testi- 
mony in the government suit against 
the merger of that system promises 
well for the companies’ contentions. 
(The same sort-of sentiment has been 
cultivated in connection with the cur- 
rent result in prices in regard to the 
chances of the American Tobacco and 
the Standard Oil suits. It is urged that 
the profitable activities of the great 
corporalons will be carried on in some 
way which will be found to comply with 
the requirements of the law as con- 
Strued by the supreme court. 

There was a recurrence of reports 
of damage to the winter wheat crop 
In the day's discussion of affairs, but 
it was not of much effect. The weekly 
review of the Price Current was a re- 
assuring influence. The February sta- 
tistics of the Copper Producers’ Asso- 
clation was a less satisfactory item.

Crop Damage Reports Came In 
"hut Had Little Effect’: 


on Market. 


Chicago, March 10.—Wheat was ner~ 
vous today with a downward trend, 
crop damage reports being unable to 
counteract the falling market, which 
closed %c off. Corn dragged to & 
weak finish, with little shipping de- 
mand. Oats prices were irregular, 
though generally downward through- 
out the session and provisiqns turned 
weak after a strong opening, and 
closed 5 to 15 down. 

Crop damage reports, though numer- 
ous throughout the session, failed of 
their usual bullish effect and selling 
pressure governed the market most of 
the time.
